Engineer Kemmerling's words of 


yesteiday were prophetic. 
He said 


when boarding his engine at Altoona:

Had he completed 
cherun he started to make yesterday 
he would have smashed another rec- 
ord for a train never went through the

Kemmerling was instantly killed. 


Nisely was so badly injured that he 
died, and three mail clerks were badly 
used up. 


The first two mail cars cars were 


smashed to pieces, and the third, 
which was overturned lay on the brink 
of the chasm as though threatening to 
take a plunge into the depths below. 
Had the wreck happened 300 feet eith- 
er east or west of the place it did, not 
a man on the train would have been 
left to tell the tale. 


Recently Kemmerling made 00 miles 


in 86 minutes between Gallit/in and 
Pitcairn. This train which was wreck- 
ed carried no passengers. »t is the one 
that recently broke all 
records be- 


tween Altoona and Pittsburg.

( by Superintendent Harrigan of the Co- 
lumbus, Buckeye Lake and Newark 
Traction company w ill control the ser- 
vice on that line of the road, as far as 
the city cars are concerned. 


Formerly the management of the en- 


IHu i_il> avi \ii_i.. aillLe Its irblauiu-ii- 
ment. has been in the hands of Super- 
intendent George B. Darnell, of the 
Columbus. London and Springfield and 
the Columbus, Grove City and South- 
western, but the question of responsi- 
bility in the case of accident was rais- 
ed, and it was deemed advisable for 
Mr. Harrigan to operate the city cars 
on the section of city track controlled 
by the Buckeye Lake line, pending the 
drawing up of a contract whereby the 
Central Market line is to operate tli' 
entire city service. 


This contract, after being formulat- 


ed and signed by all the ruaus con- 
cerned, must be appro"eVi 'by the city 
officials, according to the terms of the 
franchise under which tue roads are 
now operated. 


The Buckeye Lake line is not con- 


trolled by the same system which con- 
trolls the Springfield and Grove _City 
lines. Mr. A. E. Appleyard has the 
controlling interest in the two lines 
last mentioned, and has a large share 
of stock in the Buckeye Lake line, but 
does not control it, although the inter- 
ests of the road, in connection with the 
operation of the two other roads men- 
tioned, are mutual. 


This plan, it has been decided, is 


the best for temporary operation, and 
it is thought by those who formulated 
it will prevent the question of respons- 
ibility in the event of accident or oth- 
er conditions which may arise from 
being brought into question. 


Mr. Darnell will still continue to 


supervise the running of cars of the 
city tracks controlled by the roads 
which he superintends.

CODE BILL 


Under Proposed Law Ohio Will Have 


28 Cities—Proposed Plan of 


Government. 


Columbus, July 31—Senator Nichol- 


as Long^v orth of Cincinnati who is aid- 
ing Governor Nash to draft the new 
code for the government of tae mu- 
nicipalities'of Ohio, has given out for 
the first time an outline of the pro- 
posed system. 


The line of demarcation between ci^- 


ies and villages is to be 10,000 popula- 
tion. 
This would give Ohio 28 cities. 


The councils are to be elastic bodies, 
and the number of members will be 
based upon the population. Under this 
plan the number will not be material- 
ly changed. 
Some of the members, 


including the President, who is to be 
in the line of succession for Mayor 
are to be elected at large, and the oth- 
irs from wards or similar divisions. 
The Mayor is to be given the power to 
veto all legislative acts pertaining to 
public affairs. 


The police department is to be sep- 


arated as far as possible from the oth- 
:r administrate organizations, and 
he several boards and the character 
and the number of them are to be left 
as nearly as possible to the people. All 
salaries arcHo be fixed by the councils 
so that the people may have the power 
to control the expense of their 
own i 


government. The civil service system 
vill be made as comprehensive as pos- 
iible, and will surely include the mem- 
bers of the 
police and fire depart-
